HOW TO TRAP RATS. 
[By Passed Assistant Surgeon W. C. Rucker, San Francisco, Cal.] 


The following is a summary of a collection of articles written by 
the employees of the United States Public Health and Marine-Hos- 
pital Service engaged in rat catching at San Francisco, Cal. These 
men have demonstrated their knowledge of the subject by continu- 
ously large catches and what is detailed here is the result of actual 
experience : 

Rats are to be found where there is an abundant food supply for 

them. Therefore, the best places to trap rats are slaughterhouses, 
meat markets, ‘chicken houses, in and around garbage cans, and places 
where garbage is usually placed. If the rat is deprived of this food 
supply it will be attracted by the bait in the trap and thus enter the 
trap. 
The large 19-inch French wire cage trap has given very good re- 
sults where rats are plentiful. It should be made of stiff heavy wire 
ane well reenforced, as a large, strong rat will force his head be- 
tween the wires of a weak trap and thus escape. Before setting, the 
lever on the trap should be tested to see that it works properly. The 
trap should be placed on a hard surface with the rear end a little 
higher than the entrance, so that the trap will close promptly. When 
setting the trap in an open place it should be fastened to a board on 
which about an inch of soft dirt has been spread. Place the trap 
where rats usually go for food, or in a runway, and disturb the sur- 
roundings as little as possible. It is sometimes well to place the trap 
near dripping water, as the rats may go there to drink. If the trap 
is set in hay, straw, or wood, it should be covered (with the excep- 
tion of the entrance) with the same material. When this is not pos- 
sible, it should be covered with a piece of sacking. or placed in a dark 
corner, or beneath the floors. When setting the traps in the sewer, a 
dry place should be chosen. 

The rat is more or less of an epicure, therefore the bait should be 
changed at frequent intervals. For bait the rat should be given food 
which it is not usual for him to obtain. Ina meat market, for exam- 
ple, vegetables are the best bait, while in a location where vegetables 
are plentiful, fresh liver and fish heads or a little grain are best. 
The following may be suggested as good bait to be used: Fish, fish 
heads, raw meat, cheese, smoked fish, fresh liver. cooked corned beef, 
fried bacon, pine nuts, apples, carrots, and corn. When trapping in 
chicken yards a small chick or duckling is a remarkably good bait. 
When a large number of rats are caught in one trap. search for the fe- 
male rat and leave her alive in the trap,as she may call in the young or

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the males. The bait should be fastened to the inner side of the top of 
the trap with a piece of fine wire, so that the first rat that goes in can 
not force the bait underneath the pan and thus prevent the entrance of 
other rats. A few grains of barley should be scattered near the en- 
trance of the trap and a small piece of cheese or meat fastened to the 

an with a bit of wire. It is often well to touch the pan with a 

eather which has been dipped in oil of anise or oil of rhodium. The 
trap should be smoked with a piece of burning newspaper to take 
away the smell of the human hands, or of rats which have been caught 
inthe trap. Do not handle the trap after burning it out. When trap- 
ing in a neighborhood where rats are known to exist, the traps 
should not be moved for three or four days unless they have rats in 
them, as it is well for the rats to become accustomed to seeing the 
traps and thus careless about entering them. It is not wise to kill 
rats where they are caught, as the squealing may frighten away the 
other rats. 

Snap or spring traps are best for use in houses and stores, with the 
exception of fish and meat markets. Snap traps are best for use in 
runways and on beams and shelves. It is sometimes well to disguise 
the trap by covering its floor with a little sawdust or dirt. The 
traps should first be tested to see that they work properly and that 
the staples are secure. New traps should be smoked or stained to 
render them of an inconspicuous color. 

The bait should consist of some firm material, such as fried bacon 
or tough meat, and should be tied on so that the rat will be obliged 
to pull on it and thus spring the trap. The trap should be placed 
in a corner or close to the wall on a flat, hard surface in order that the 
rat can not spring it with his tail or by walking on it. 

In warehouses and granaries large numbers of rats may frequently 
be trapped by using a barrel or garbage can having a metal top 
which is carefully balanced. A large piece of strong cheese is placed 
in the middle of the cover and a plank laid from the floor to the edge 
of the barrel. The rat runs up the plank and on the smooth me- 
tallic lid, which tips, precipitating the rat into the barrel.

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Report from Galveston, Tex.—History of yellow-fever cases on 
steamship Crispin, from Manaos and Para. 


Passed Assistant Surgeon Corput reports, February 16: 

The British steamship Crispin on which cases of yellow fever oc- 
curred, as reported by telegraph to-day, sailed from Manaos Janu- 
ary 31. At Para 1 man was put ashore with black vomit. The ves- 
sel arrived at this port to-day at noon with 2 men aboard very ill 
and 5 others reported as having had the disease during the passage 
from Para. 

At the request of the local quarantine officer I visited the ship and 
found 2 men suffering from well-marked attacks of yellow fever, 
one of them in a dying condition and the other very ill. The vessel 
is anchored in the roads directly opposite the site which was selected 
for a national quarantine station and a guard is kept on board. Dis- 
infection of the vessel will begin at once.

FOREIGN AND INSULAR. 


AUSTRALIA. 


Plague at Brisbane, Cairns, and Sydney—Ewamination of rodents 
for plaque infection. 


The following information is taken from plague bulletins issued 
by the health departments of Queensland and New South Wales and 
forwarded by Consul-General Bray at Melbourne: 


QUEENSLAND. 


A fatal case of bubonic plague at Brisbane occurred on January 3, 
1908. The patient worked on a coal hulk in the river. He was ad- 
mitted to the Brisbane general hospital on the 1st instant. The post- 
mortem examination showed that death was due to plague. The 
bacterioscopic, cultural, and inoculation tests were positive of plague. 
Active search for plague-infected rats is now being made at the late 
residence of the patient, as also at the wharves, the latter having been 
under especial supervision for some time past and notably free of rat 
infestation. 


Cairns. 


The last case of plague at Cairns occurred on October 8, 1907. 
Since that date a further case has been reported. A man aged 30 
years, a Portuguese, living at Green Island, some distance out of 
Cairns, and working on the outskirts of the town, was reported on 
November 23. The patient died on November 30 at the Cairns plague 
hospital. The Health Officer visited Green Island, but careful inves- 
tigation did not reveal the presence of rat mortality. At the date of 
the officer’s visit the island was found practically free of rats. No 
further case has occurred at Green Island, or at Cairns. 

Of 87 rats caught recently at Cairns no evidence of plague infec- 
tion was discoverable among the rodents. 


NEW SOUTH WALES. 


During the week ended January 4 two cases of plague occurred 
at Sydney, as follows: 

Female, employed making calico bags at a bag manufactory in 
Darling Harbor, and living at Marrickville, a suburb of Sydney, 
about 4 miles distant from the general post-office. 

Male, dairyman, carrying on business at Hurstville, a suburb about 
% miles distant from Sydney. 

Plague rats were obtained from a large produce store at Marrick- 
ville, situated at the corner of the street, and a short distance from 
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the house where the first patient lived. The second patient obtained 
his produce from this store. The premises were quarantined on the 
2d instant and a cleansing gang is turning over all stock and car- 
rying out general disinfection.

Information has been received from the American 
consular agent at Piraeus, Greece, that four days’ quarantine and 
disinfection have been imposed at that port on arrivals from Con- 
stantinople, Turkey, owing to the outbreak of cholera at that place. 

The precautions taken at Naples against passengers arriving from 
Levantine ports, and intending to embark for the United States, are 
continued. Such persons are held for 5 days under my observation 
before they are allowed to embark. 


JAPAN. 


Report from Yokohama—I nspection of vessels—S pread of small- 
pow—Precautions taken on vessels on account of smallpox. 


Passed Assistant Surgeon Cumming reports, January 29: 

Bills of health were issued during the week ended January 25 to 
4 vessels having an aggregate personnel of 405 members of crews 
and 51 saloon and 458 steerage passengers. All steerage passengers 
embarking here were bathed, vaccinated under direct supervision of 
a medical officer, and their effects disinfected. The same treatment 
was given to the members of the crews embarking here.

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Owing to the increase in smallpox vessels are directed to keep all 
personnel, save saloon passengers and officers, on board during their 
stay in this port. 

There have been 120 cases of smallpox with 34 deaths this year 
and there were 40 cases and 13 deaths during the week ended January 
25. 

The disease is spreading rapidly in Tokyo and is now _o in 
Kobe, Osaka, Hyogo, Nagasaki, Kanagawa, Kagawa, and Ibaraki, 
districts and prefectures.

Acting Assistant Surgeon Ransom, reports, January 22: During 
the week ended January 18, supplemental bills of health were 
granted to 5 steamships with an aggregate personnel of 629. 

Five vessels were inspected, with 421 members of crews, 2 cabin 
and 155 steerage passengers; and 136 steerage passengers were bathed 
and their effects, 394 pieces, were disinfected by steam. Certificates 
of vaccination were issued to 48 members of crews and 144 steerage 
passengers. Manifests were viséed for 10,506 pieces of freight. 

Emigrants were examined as follows: Steamship Vikko Maru, for 
Manila, 25 passed and 4 recommended for rejection; steamship Aaga 
Maru, for Seattle, 50 passed and 49 recommended for rejection. 

The report of communicable diseases in Kobe for the period coy- 
ered by this report shows 738 cases of smallpox, with 163 deaths. 
The total number of cases officially reported up to January 18 was 
2,328, with 837 deaths. 

The smallpox situation has grown steadily worse. In addition to 
the natives, quite a number of foreigners are suffering with the dis- 
ease, and it is spread over all sections of the city. General vaccina- 
tion is being practiced. There have been vaccinated so far about 
143,000 out of an officially registered population of 368,708 and an 
estimated population of about 450,000. 

House-to-house inspection among the poorer classes is being made 
by the police, and it has thus been found that there is a marked ten- 
dency on the part of this class to conceal patients suffering with 
smallpox. For instance, 66 cases were found in two days, in the in- 
spection of about 4,173 houses. This represents less than 7 per cent 
of the total number of houses in the city. There is no difficulty, on 
account of the nature of the buildings, in conveying patients from 
one house to another to evade detection, and this is Raaeently done. 
Even when secreted cases are found by the authorities, it is said to be 
difficult to punish the offenders, as they plead ignorance of the nature 
of the disease. 

Disinfection is practiced after the removal of patients suffering 
with smallpox, a solution of crude carbolic acid, about 2.5 per cent 
being used to wash the walls, floors, etc. Certain of the textiles are 
also removed to be steamed. 

The removal of the patient and his effects is done as carefully as 
the existing circumstances will permit. 
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In Osaka smallpox is steadily increasing, the average of new cases 
during the week having been between 12 and 15 daily, with a death 
rate of between 35 and 40 per cent.
